FEBRUARY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $5.01 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  February  1968  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $5.01  per  hundred- 
weight for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of  7.8  cents.  The 
minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight  marketing  service 
deduction  to  nonmembers,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $5.01  price  for  February  1968  is  the  same  as  the  January  1968  price,  but 
3 cents  under  the  February  1967  price. 

FEBRUARY  PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 


There  were  864  approved  producers  v7ho  shipped  23,415,863  pounds  of  milk  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  market  during  February  1968  of  which  16,963,904  pounds  or  72.5%  was 
utilized  in  Class  I by  10  pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization  was  down  0.6%  from 
January.  On  a volume  basis,  production  was  down  3.9%,  and  Class  I utilization 
of  producer  milk  was  down  4.8%  from  January  1968. 

MARCH  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.45 

The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment  to  §1047.50 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.05  was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of 
$1.20  and  further  increased  by  a special  20  cents  adjustment  to  establish  the  March 
Class  I price  of  $5.45.  This  price  of  $5,45  is  the  same  as  the  February  1968 
Class  I price,  but  12  cents  more  than  the  March  1967  price.  No  supply-demand 
adjustment  was  made  for  March  1968.

HEARING  ON  ALL  FEDERAL  ORDERS  n.,

Two  hearings  to  consider  amendments  to  all  Federal  Orders  were  held  at  Memphis, 
Tennessee  on  February  19  and  February  23. 


The  first  hearing  which  considered  proposals  to  consider  classification  and 
pricing  of  filled  or  imitation  milk,  as  well  as  milk  in  its  natural  form,  was 
recessed  for  60  days  to  enable  the  development  of  more  information  concerning  the 
substitute  products  and  their  possible  impact  on  markets  and  milk  prices. 


The  second  hearing  considered  proposals  to  extend  the  temporary  Class  I prices  made 
effective  last  year.  These  temporary  price  provisions  will  expire  on  April  30,  1968.
